RAILROAD HORROR AT-COLTON. 


Collision of an Emixrant Teain— 
O@e Man Milled. 

From the Ban Bernardino Index, Sept. 15.) 
Last evening about 9:30 o 
first serious railroad accident at Colton 
occurred, the circumstances of which 
are as follows: Freight train No. 21, 
consisting of twenty-four cars, when five 
miles west of Colton became separated 
on account of the breaking of the 
coupling. The two engines propelling 
the train and six or seven cars ran on 
into Colton and pulled up in 
front of the depot, and calmly 
awaited the arrival of the — 
of ‘the train, which being 

heavy down grade came Sreahing, into 
the rear end of the stationary ears. 
Three or four cars were telescoped, and 
a large number of sheep (perhaps a 
hundred) killed. Not a car was thrown 
from the track, but several were broken 
and splintered up badly. One man was 
found dead at the crossing of the road 
west of the depot, and Coroner Rice was 
telephoned for to hold an inquest, and 
he arrived at the scene of the accident 
shortly after. The dead man was found 
with his head resting over a rail; the 
head was almost severed from 
the body, hanging only by a string 
lof flesh; his brains were scattered 
over the und for a_ distance 
of fifteen or twenty yards, both arms 
‘were broken,-.and altogether he was 
so horribly mangled that he was 
unrecognizable. His personal appear- 
ance is described as follows: Six feet 
tall; weight, 200 pounds; dark hair cut 
close; black mustache; wore cheviot 
suit, big white hat, coarse boots, and 
looked like a laboring man. It was 
testified that he got on the train at Los 
Angeles. He had on his person $17.50 
in money, a song-book, pocket-book, 


knife and two handkerchiefs. The 
jury rendered a verdict of  acci- 
dental death, and his remains 
were encased in a coffin’ and 


interred this morning in our city ceme- 
tery. It is believed that he was stealing 
a ride on the break-bar under the cars. 

The accident seems to have been the 
result of pure carelessness on tne part 
of the employees, and negligence of the 
company in not providing more than 
two brakemen for a train of twenty- 
four cars. | 

The concussion was heard two miles 
distant. One incident that made many 
a face at Colton turn pale with fear was 
the fat that one of the cars smashed by 
the accident contained ten tons of giant 
powder, and some of the boxes contain- 
ing it were actually broken open. If it 
had exploded, there would not have 
been a soul left alive in Colton.—[San 
Bernardino Index.

THE RED SCALE. 


Letter from Mr. ‘intone of Orange. 
To the Editor of The Times: 

Mr. Alexander Craw, through the me- 
dium of the Los Angeles Express,'replies 
to an article of mine published in the 
Santa Ana Standard, and therein asserts 
that I would lead strangers to suspect 


Angeles are all infested with ™ red 
scale. 

An article in the Los Angeles Commer- 
eial denying the presence of the red 
scale, and also stating that the red scale 


was a harmless insect, less so than flies, 

and that the city was free from them, 
was the cause of my assertion that there 
was, and is now, at the places I mention- 
ed that pest. Itis stated by Mr. Craw, 
that during my absence the places I men- 
tioned have been disinfected. So much 
the better, and I acknowledge my er- 
ror in stating that nothing had been 
done. Ata meeting of fruit growers 
held in Los Angeles last January I was 
instructed to investigate and report 
all orchards infested with injurious 
insects liable to spread conta- 
gion. I reported to Mr. Craw, 
commissioner for the Los Angeles dis- 
trict, about a dozen or more cases. Mr. 
Craw notified the parties, and informed 
them of the law in regard to the same, 

and for over two months later nothing 
had been done, with the exception of a 
few tre:s scraped for the codling 
moth, and one of the parties threatened 
to contest the law reqntiring that such 
disinfection shall be made. I do not 
wish the public to think that I want to 
endanger the fruit-growing interests of 
Los Angeles. I have always maintained, 

and still maintain, that every fruit- 
grower should use every precaution to 
prevent the introduction of injurious in- 
sects into his orchard. We have the 
red scale at Orange in several orchards, 
and the cwners have been late in disin- 
fecting the same; but at last have com- 
plied with the law. 

I deny the statement in the Evening 
Express that I said: ‘‘ That it is particu- 
larly prevalent in this valley, and that 
but few of the Los Angeles orchards 
were free from them.’’ I distinctly men- 
tioned the places referred to.

Technicality Gone Wild. 
To the Editor of The Times: 

I have before me under scrutiny 
the special report of the Agricultural 
Department, No. 34, entitled ‘‘Contagi- 
ous Diseases of Domestic Animals.” 

Of course it is designed for general in- 
struction to the great people of this 
Republic, and is exceedingly interesting 


as a contribution to science; but really 
it might as well bejwritten in Hebrew, 
Greek or Coptic as far as general readers 
are concerned.”’ 

It is intensely technical, and would 
take all the ency clopwdias ever pub- 
lished, and all modern dictionaries as 

wellas classical, to explain one single 
chapter of it. Therefore it will be con- 
signed to the waste basket. Whereas, 
if it were written in our own beautiful 
English, such as Goldsmith, Longfellow 
and Irving used, it would be of infinite 
use. As it is, the cost of its publication 
is money thrown completely away—a 
display of words, or ‘‘ Vow et petretoria 
nihil.”’ J.G.D. 


SAMPLE EXTRACT. 


Results of microscopre examination of 
a Guilford pig: ‘Tube No. 1, pleural
